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It  is  now  more  than  a  hundred  years 
since  this,  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
was  organised  in  these  last  days  bv  the 
Prophet  Joseph  Smith.  I  am  wondering 
how  nearly,  with  what  degree  of  accura- 
cy, the  deeds,  the  conduct  and  the  lives 
of  our  Church  members  agree  with  the 
exalted  standards,  the  principles  and 
ideals  of  this  the  Church  of  the  Master. 
Are  we  doing  genuinely,  conscientiously 
and  faithfully  the  will  and  carrying  cut 
the  wishes,  instructions  and  desires  of 
our  Father  which   is  in  heaven? 

I  am  going  to  undertake  to  draw  to 
your  attention  a  few  of  the  standards  of 
the    Church    with    the    hope   that    each    of 


us  for  himself  will  conduct  an  examina- 
tion and  find  out  whether  or  not  our  lives 
and  conduct  satisfy  these  standards  and 
requirements.  If  they  do  not,  perhaps 
we  may  be  induced  to  try  harder  to  be 
better  and  to  do  better,  especially  if  we 
have  a  deep  conviction  and  realization 
that  "  the  axe  is  laid  unto  the  root  of 
the  trees :  therefore  every  tree  which 
bringcth  not  forth  good  fruit  is  hewn 
down,  and  cast  into  the  fire."  (Matt.  3 
:   10,   Luke  3  ,:  9.) 

Judging  ourselves. 

And   how    are   we   to  be   able   to   sit   in 
judgment  on   ourselves,  to  tell  whether  or 
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not  our  acts  and  conduct,  our  sense  of 
guilt,  will  bring  into  our  souls  sorrow 
and  regret,  yes,  a  feeling  of  anguish  and 
remorse?  Concerning  this  matter  St. 
John  in  the  Book  of  Revelation  says  : 

And  I  saw  the  dead,  small  and  great, 
stand  before  God  ;  and  the  books  were 
opened  :  and  another  book  was  opened, 
which  is  the  book  of  life  :  and  the  dead 
were  judged  out  ol  those  things  which 
were  written  in  the  books,  ....  every 
man  according  to  his  works.  (Rev. 
20    :  12-13.) 

Thus  it  is  stated  clearly  that  we  are 
to  be  judged  by  our  works,  by  our  ac- 
complishments, by  what  we  do  and  not 
wholly  or  primarily  by  what  we  say. 
Concerning  this  important  matter  Jesus 
the  Son  of  God  himself  has  said  : 

Not  every  one  that  saith  unto  me, 
Lord,  Lord,  shall  enter  into  the  king- 
dom of  heaven  ;  but  he  that  doeth  the 
will  of  my  Father  which  is  in  heaven. 
(Matt.    7':   21.) 

Doing  the  will  of  the  Father. 

-It  is  what  we  do,  it  is  what  we  are,  it 
is  our  actual  accomplishments  that  are 
going  to  count  most.  As  I  think  of 
these  things,  I  cannot  help  but  wonder 
if  it  is  possible  that  even  here  in  our  own 
Church  there  are  some  who  actually  draw 
near  to  the  Lord  with  their  lips  but  in 
their  hearts  and  in  their  actions  and  con- 
duct they  are  far  from  him.  It  is  not 
words  alone,  it  is  not  utterances  of  the 
tongue  only  that  count,  for  to  paraphrase 
slightly  those  impressive  words  of  the 
Saviour,  it  is  not  every  one  that  saith 
Lord,  Lord  who  shall  enter  the  kingdom 
of  heaven  ;  but  he  that  doeth  the  will  of 
the  Father  which  is  in  heaven.     (Matt  7    : 

With  these  preliminary  remarks  in 
mind,  let  us  now  at  the  end  of  a  hundred 
years  of  our  Church  activity,  apply  a  few 
practical  tests  to  ourselves  and  find  out 
whether  or  not  we  are  actually  believers 
in  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  if  we  are 
genuinely  converted,  and  if  we  are  really 
living  in  accordance  with  the  teachings 
and  standards  of  the  Gospel.  On  this 
occasion  I  propose  to  submit  for  your 
consideration  only  three  of  our  many 
Church  standards  and  teachings.  I  do 

this  with  a  hope  that  by  applying  these 
to  our  own  lives  and  conduct  some  of  us, 


perhaps  finding  ourselves  not  measuring 
up  to  one  or  more  of  these  three  stand- 
ards, may  resolve  to  struggle  a  little 
harder  and  make  our  lives  and  conduct 
better. 

Are  we  honest. 

Our  13th  Article  of  Faith  begins  with 
the  words:  "  We  believe  in  being 
honest."  Measured  by  this  first  standard, 
about  which  I  wish  to  speak,  how  many 
who  are  familiar  with  us,  members  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints,  how  many  who  know  and  who  are 
familiar  with  our  doings  and  our  con- 
duct have  a  genuine  conviction  that  we 
are  "  absolutely  honest,"  that  wc  are 
living  in  strict  and  close  conformity  with 
this  important  requirement,  this  funda- 
mental teaching  of  the  Church? 

It  has  been  said  of  Abraham  Lincoln 
by  Morse,  the  historian,  that  "  his 
chief  trait  all  his  life  long  was  honesty 
of  all  kinds  and  in  all  things  ;  not  only 
commonplace,  material  honesty  in  deal- 
ings, but  honesty  in  language,  in  pur- 
pose, in  thought;  honesty  of  mind,  so 
that  he  could  never  even  practise  the 
most  tempting  of  all  deceits,  a  deceit 
against  himself.  This  pervasive  hones- 
ty was  the  trait  of  his  identity,  which 
stayed  with  him  from  beginning  to  end, 
when  other  traits  seemed  to  be  chang- 
ing, appearing  or  disappearing,  and 
bewildering  the  observer  of  his  career. 
All  the  while  the  universal  honesty  was 
there."  (American  Statesmen,  Vol. 
XXV.,  p.  20— Morse.) 

During  all  of  his  days,  even  from 
his  boyhood  in  the  Kentuckv  cabin, 
through  to  the  end  of  his  life  in  the 
White  House,  Abraham  Lincoln  was 
known  by  his  intimates  as  "  Honest 
Abe."  But  as  honest  as  was  Lincoln, 
I  have  said  repeatedly  in  public  and  in 
private,  that  he  was  no  more  frank,  no 
more  honest,  and  no  more  conscientious 
in  his  life  and  in  his  dealings  with  his 
fellowmen  than  is  our  own  President 
Heber  J.  Grant.  Like  Lincoln,  Presi- 
dent Grant's  outstanding  and  unchange- 
able quality,  that  from  which  he,  in  his 
life  and  conduct  never  varies,  is  absolute 
honest}'. 

This  absolute  honesty  in  word,  in  deed, 
in  thought,  has  been  also  the  outstanding 
characteristic  in  the  life  of  every  presi- 
dent of  the  Church.       These  men  so  lived 
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and  so  conducted  themselves  that  they 
had  nothing  to  conceal.  Their  lives  were 
like  the  contents  of  an  open  book.  Such 
men  say  what  they  mean,  and  mean  what 
they  say.  Their  outstanding  characteris- 
tic is  dependability. 

Are  you,  who  are  listening  to  my  voice, 
honest  as  Lincoln  was  honest?  Are  you 
honest  as  President  Grant  is,  and  as  other 
presidents  of  the  Church  have  been, 
honest?  Or  are  we,  some  of  us  even 
members  of  the  Church,  inclined  at  limes 
and  under  some  unusual  conditions  to 
say  with  our  lips  what  we  do  not  feel 
or  believe  or  know  down  deep  in  our  in- 
most hearts  to  be  the  truth?  In  other 
words,   are  we  honest,   absolutely  so? 

Are  there  robbers  among  us? 

Do  you  think,  for  example,  that  if  a 
careful  examination  were  conducted  that 
we  could  find  any  among  us  who  have 
robbed  anybody?  Remember  it  has  been 
said  of  a  whole  nation,  "  Ye  have  robbed 
God."  And  when  the  people  of  that 
nation  exclaimed,  "  Wherein  have  we 
robbed  thee?  "  the  answer  came  prompt- 
ly, "  In  tithes  and  in  offerings."  (Mala- 
chi  3    :  8-9.) 

Dues  to  the  Church  and  to  the  Lord. 

Among  you  good  folks  who  make  up 
this  multitude  that  I  am  addressing  in 
this  historic  Tabernacle  and  among  those 
who  are  hearing  my  words  over  the  radio, 
are  there  some  who  have  not  settled  in 
full  with  the  Lord  Are  there  some  who 
have  not  paid  their  dues  to  the  Church? 
If  so,  do  we  in  our  heart  of  hearts  sincere- 
ly believe  in  being  honest  in  our  dealings, 
honest  with  our  fellowmen,  honest  with 
ourselves  and  honest  with  the  Lord?  And 
if  we  so  believe,  do  we  actually  practise 
or  live  in  accordance  with  this  belief/ 
Are  we  practically  and  earnestly  and 
seriously  religious?  Are  we  genuinely 
converted?  Have  we  actually  shown 
fruits  of  repentance  and  righteous  liv- 
ing? Have  we  fed  the  hungry  and 
clothed   the    naked?  Have    we   visited 

the  fatherless  and  the  widows  in  their 
affliction?  Have  our  hearts  gone  out 
in  svmpathy  to  the  unemployed,  or  when 
the  hungry  have  called  for  bread  have  we 
with  hardness  in  our  hearts  merely 
handed  them   a   stone? 


Real    Worship. 

Do  we  partake  of  the  Sacrament  of 
the  Lord's  Supper  regularly  each  week 
and  do  we  partake  of  it  worthily?  This 
is  the  second  standard  about  which  I 
wish  to  speak.  It  is  a  tea*  hing  of  tin- 
Church  and  a  practice  of  the  faithful,  as 
the  scriptures  say,  to  love  the  Lord  our 
God  with  all  our  hearts,  and  with  all  our 
souls,  and  with  all  our  minds.  (Matt. 
22  :  37.)  We  arc  expected  to  have  faith 
in  our  Heavenly  Father  and  to  worship 
him  ;  we  are  instructed  to  go  to  our 
several  places  of  worship  on  Sunday  and 
there  partake  of  the  Sacrament — the 
bread  and  the  water — in  memory  of  Un- 
broken body  and  the  shed  blood  of  the 
Master.  Are  there  some  here  to-day  and 
others  within  the  sound  of  my  voice  who 
are  generally  regarded  as  being  good 
Church  folks  who  do  not  take  advantage 
of  the  opportunity  to  go  regularly  each 
Sunday  to  their  respective  wards  and 
there  with  bowed  heads  and  prayerful 
hearts  in  the  Sacrament  meeting  enjoy 
genuine    worship? 

In  these  days  of  depression,  the  down- 
hearted, the  sick,  those  who  are  dis- 
couraged, the  weary  and  the  heavy 
laden  will  do  well  to  go  to  their  respective 
ward  chapels  and  there  receive  comfort, 
consolation,  blessing  and  encouragement. 
W'e  are  told  in  the  Doctrine  and  Cove- 
nants,  Section  59  : 

Thou  shalt  thank  the  Lord  thy  God 
in  all  things. 

Thou  shalt  offer  a  sacrifice  unto  the 
Lord  thy  God  in  righteousness,  even 
that  of  a  broken  heart  and  a  contrite 
spirit. 

And  that  thou  mayest  more  fully  keep 
thyself  unspotted  from  the  world,  thou 
shalt  go  to  the  house  of  prayer  and 
offer  up  thy  sacraments  upon  my  holy 
dav  ;  for  verily  this  is  a  day  appointed 
unto  vou  to  rest  from  your  labors,  and 
to  pay  thy  devotions  unto  the  Most 
High.      (D.   and  C.    59    :   7-10.) 

It  has  been  said  that  no  human  tongue 
can  speak  words  whose  message  is  equal 
in  importance  to  partaking  worthily  of  the 
Lord's  Supper.  If  we  are  neglecting 
to  take  advantage  of  this  outstanding 
blessing,    are    we   converted?  Are    we 
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Thirdly  :  Let  us  measure  ourselves  by 
another  Church  standard,  that  of  watch- 
ing and  praying  "  unceasingly."  The 
Master  said,  "  Pray  that  ye  enter  not 
into  temptation."  "(Luke  22  :  40.)  The 
Bible  says  distinctly,  "  pray  without 
ceasing."  (Thess.  5  :  17.)  "  Watch 
and  pray,"  the  Master  said  again,  "  that 
ye  enter  not  into  temptation,  the  spirit 
indeed  is  willing  but  the  flesh  is  weak." 
(Matt.   26    :  41.) 

To  pray  without  ceasing  is  a  practice 
that  should  be  followed  particularly  by 
the  youth  of  our  nation  to-day  ;  in  these 
times  our  young  folks  are  surrounded 
with  pitfalls,  yes,  with  unusual  tempta- 
tions practically  everywhere  and  practi- 
cally all  the  time.  The  words  of  the 
Saviour  ought  to  be  kept  constantly  ring- 
ing in  their  ears:  "  Why  sleep  ye?  Rise 
and  pray  lest  ye  enter  into  temptation." 
(Luke  22    :  46.) 

Praying. 

"  Seek  ye  the  Lord  "  is  another  ad- 
monition that  applies  also  to  the  people 
of  these  days.  Those  whose  lives  are 
well-nigh  completed,  those  who  have  had 
long  years  of  experience  and  know  with 
certainty  what  things  are  and  what  things 
are  not  worth  while — these  are  they  who 
ought  to  call  out  to  the  youth  of  to-day  : 
"  Seek  ye  the  Lord  while  he  may  be 
found."  To-day  is  the  time  to  call;  to- 
morrow may  be  too  late.  O  youth  of  our 
nation,  "  Seek  ye  the  Lord  while  he  may 
be  found.  Call  ye  upon  him  while  he  is 
near."       (Isaiah  55    :  6.) 

Measured  by  this  standard  of  praying, 
of  family  prayers  and  of  secret  prayers, 
how  well  do  you  and  I  measure  up? 
Christ  himself  says,  "  Come  unto  me,  all 
ye  that  labour  and  are  heavy  laden,  and 
I  will  give  you  rest.  Take  my  yoke  upon 
you,  and  learn  of  me  ;  for  I  am  meek  and 
lowly  in  heart :  and  ye  shall  find  rest 
unto  your  souls.  For.  my  yoke  is  easy, 
and  my  burden  is  light."  (Matt.  11  : 
28-30.)  With  what  degree  of  regularity 
and  earnestness  do  we  in  prayer  struggle 
to  put  ourselves  in  harmony  with  that 
matchless  power,  the  power  of  God,  that 
power  which  comes  into  human  hearts 
and  lives  as  a  result  of  prayerfulness  and 
righteous  living. 

I  realise  that  many  who  have  paid  little 
or   no  attention   to   religion,    ridicule   the 


idea  that  the  light  of  heaven  may  shine 
into  the  human  heart  and  soul  as  it 
shone  into  the  lives  of  Saul  of  Tarsus  and 
Joseph  Smith,  or  that  it  may  bring  into  a 
human  heart  a  conviction  like  that  which 
enabled  Paul  to  stand  before  Agrippa  and 
say,   "  I   saw  a  vision.        I   saw  a  light." 

But  here  are  Joseph  Smith's  own 
words  : 

However,  it  was  nevertheless  a  fact 
that  I  had  beheld  a  vision.  I  have 
thought  since,  that  I  felt  much  like 
Paul,  when  he  made  his  defence  before 
King  Agrippa,  and  related  the  account 
of  the  vision  he  had  when  he  saw  a 
light,  and  heard  a  voice ;  but  still  there 
were  a  few  who  believed  him ;  some 
said  he  was  dishonest,  others  said  he 
was  mad ;  and  he  was  ridiculed  and 
reviled.  But  all  this  did  not  destroy 
the  reality  of  his  vision.  He  had  seen 
a  vision,  he  knew  he  had,  and  all  the 
persecution  under  heaven  could  not 
make  it  otherwise ;  and  though  they 
should  persecute  him  unto  death,  yet 
he  knew,  and  would  know  to  his  latest 
breath,  that  he  had  both  seen  a  light 
and  heard  a  voice  speaking  unto  him, 
and  all  the  world  could  not  make  him 
think  or  believe  otherwise.  So  it  was 
with  me."  Pearl  of  Great  Price, 
p.  49.) 

Experiences  like  these,  it  seems,  can  be 
understood  and  most  of  them  can  be  ex- 
perienced and  enjoyed  only  through  the 
power  of  faith.  A  satisfying  knowledge 
or  faith  concerning  things  spiritual  can- 
not come  merely  through  logic  or  reason, 
for  these  come  only  as  a  result  of  righte- 
ous, prayerful,  religious  living.  The 
following  familiar  words  from  the  Holy 
Book  explain  briefly  and  clearly  what  I 
mean  : 

If  any  man  will  do  his  will,  he  shall 
know  of  the  doctrine,  whether  it  be  of 
God,    or    whether    I    speak    of    mvself. 
John  7    :  17.) 

If  we  are  losing  faith,  if  it  seems  our 
prayers  are  unanswered,  let  us  reflect 
upon  these  words  which  the  Lord  has 
given  to  us  in  Section  101  of  the  Doctrine 
and   Covenants  : 

In  the  day  of  their  peace  they 
esteemed  lightly  my  counsel ;  but,  in 
the  day  of  their  trouble,  of  necessity 
thev  feel   after  me.        Thev   were   slow 
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to  hearken  unto  the  voice  of  the  Lord 
their  God ;  therefore,  the  Lord  their 
God  is  slow  to  hearken  unto  their 
prayers,  to  answer  them  in  the  day  of 
their  trouble.     (D.   and  C.    101    :  7-8.) 

I  have  mentioned  but  three  of  the 
standards  of  the  Church.  Measured  by 
these,  are  you  and  I  doing-  the  will  of 
our  Heavenly  Father?  If  we  are,  the 
promise  says  it  is  our  right  to  know 
whether  or  not  there  is  life  beyond  the 
grave ;  whether  the  doctrines  advocated 
are  true,  or  whether  these  doctrines  are 
false. 

Summary. 

Referring  specifically  again  to  the  three 
standards  which  I  have  named,  let  me 
ask  : 

1.  Are  we  honest,  absolutely  so?  Do 
we  deal  justly,  honestly  and  charitably 
with  our  fellowmen?  Do  we  pay  our 
tithes  and  pay  our  offerings  fully? 

2.  Are  we  participating  in  that  intense 
worship  which  comes  from  attending  our 
Sacrament  meetings  and  from  partaking 
worthily  of  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's 
Supper? 

3.  Are  we  participating  in  family  and 
secret  prayers,  earnestly,  honestly  and 
with  regularity?  Are  we  praying  al- 
ways ? 

Humbly  I  pray  that  by  the  power  of 
God  we  miay  be  able  as  a  result  of  our 
living  in  accordance  with  these  and  other 
standards  of  the  Church  to  have  faith, 
to'  understand,  to  know  and  to  have  a 
testimony  concerning  the  divinity  of  the 
doctrines  of  the  Church  and  the  effective- 
ness of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 


baptism  ;  and  baptism  cometh  by  faith, 
unto  the  fulfilling  the  commandments ; 
and  the  fulfilling  the  commandments 
bringeth  remission  of  sins ;  and  the  re- 
mission of  sins  bringeth  meekness,  and 
lowliness  of  heart,  and  because  of  meek- 
ness and  lowliness  of  heart,  cometh  the 
visitation  of  the  Holv  Ghost,  which  Com- 
forter filleth  with  hope  and  perfect  love, 
which  love  endureth  by  diligence  unto 
prayer,  until  the  end  shall  come,  when 
all  the  Saints  shall  dwell  with  God 
(Moroni  8    •  25,  26).— Joseph  Smith. 


Remission  of  Sins. 


This  subject  is  closely  connected  with 
the  fall  of  man  and  the  atonement  of  our 
Saviour.  The  fall  was  brought  about 
by  a  law  being  given  to  him,  in  the  Gar- 
den of  Eden.  He  broke  that  law,  and 
the  fall  was  the  penalty  of  transgression. 

The  atonement  opens  up  the  way  for 
the  removal  of  that  penalty;  and  also  for 
the  removal  of  the  effects  of  men's  indi- 
vidual sins  through  repentance.  It  is 
through  obedience  to  certain  laws  and 
ordinances,  deriving  their  efficacy  from 
the  atonement  of  Christ,  that  men's  sins 
are    remitted. 

Man,  in  his  weak  and  fallen  state,  is 
ever  prone  to  sin.  God,  in  his  great 
love  and  mercy,  has  provided  a  way 
through  which  man's  sins  may  be  for- 
given. Besides  the  outward  ordinances 
of  the  Gospel,  there  are  three  general 
conditions  which  the  sinner  must  fulfil, 
in  order  to  have  his  sins  remitted.  He 
must  confess  them  and  ask  forgiveness 
(Doc.  and  Cov.,  64  :  7.)  He  must  for- 
give others  of  their  trespasses.  Christ 
taught  his  disciples,  "  For  if  ye  forgive 
men  their  trespasses,  your  Heavenly 
Father  will  also  forgive  you :  but  if  ye 
forgive  not  men  their  trespasses,  neither 
will  your  Heavenly  Father  forgive  your 
trespasses  "    (Matt.    6    :    14,    15). 

The  Lord  said  to  his  prophet  Joseph, 
"  Ye  ought  to  forgive  one  another,  for 
he  that  forgiveth  not  his  brother  his  tres- 
passes, standeth  condemned  before  the 
Lord,  for  there  remaineth  in  him  the 
greater  sin  "  (Doc.  and  Cov.,  64  :  9). 
The  third  condition  is,  men  must  con- 
tinuallv  bear  in  mind  the  atonement  of 
Christ.  The  Nephite  Saints  continually 
looked  forward  to  the  atonement  of 
Christ,  "  Thus  retaining  a  remission  of 
their  sins  "  (Alma  4  :  13,  14).  We  are 
often  taught  in  the  sacred  writings  to 
make  our  supplications  to  the  Father,  in 
the  name  of  his  Son  Jesus  Christ,  who 
has  become  a  propitiation  for  sin.  The 
works  necessary  to  attain  to  a  remission 
of  sins,  and  the  results  of  that  remission, 
are  well  expressed  by  the  Nephite  pro- 
phet,  Moroni  : 

"  And  the  first  fruits  of  repentance  is

Do? 

A  little  Pageant  in  two  parts.

The  following  verses  are  to  be  placed 
at  the  front  of  the  hall  or  chapel,  on 
large  strips  of  white  paper,  so  they  can 
be  easily  read  : 

"  Jesus     said     unto    her,     '  I     am     the 
resurrection  and  the  life  :  he  that  be- 
lieveth  in  me,  though  he  were  dead, 
yet  shall  he  live.'       John  11    :  25. 
"  Else   what    shall   they   do   which   are 
baptised    for   the    dead,    if    the    dead 
rise  not  at  all         Why  are  they  then 
baptised  for  the  dead?  "         I  Corin- 
thians  15    :   29. 
Lights   are    turned    out.        The   curtain 
rises  and  Joseph  Smith  is  seen  seated  at 
a   table,    reading   by   candle   light,    in   his 
father's      house      at      Manchester,      New 
York.       He  looks  up  from  his  study  and 
soliloquizing,  says  : 

A  few  years  ago  in  the  early  spring 
of  1820,  I  received  a  marvellous  vision 
in  which  God  the  Father  and  His  Son 
Jesus  Christ  actually  came  to  me  and 
gave  me  certain  information  and  definite 
instructions  about  the  great  and  glorious 
work  which  was  to  be  restored  to  the 
earth  in  these  the  last  days.  Three  years 
later,  in  this  very  room  in  my  father's 
home,  at  Manchester,  New  York,  on  the 
evening  of  September  21,  1823,  a  heaven- 
ly messenger,  whose  name  was  Moroni, 
an  ancient  American  prophet,  visited  me 
and  told  me  things  relative  to  the  coming 
forth  of  the  Book  of  Mormon,  which  I 
have  translated  from  the  plates  which 
he  entrusted  to  my  care.  However, 
the  thing  which  most  impresses  my 
mind  to-night  is  a  further  message 
this  Angel  Moroni  gave  to  me.       He  first 


quoted  part  of  the  first  chapter  of  Mala- 
chi  and  he  quoted  also  the  fourth  or  last 
chapter  of  the  same  prophecy,  though 
with  a  little  variation  from  the  way  it 
reads  in  our  Bibles.  Instead  of  quot- 
ing the  first  verse  as  it  reads  in  our 
Bibles,  he  quoted  it  thus  :  (here  a  brother 
representing  Angel  Moroni  dressed  with 
a  white  sheet  draped  over  him  rises  from 
behind  a  screen  with  his  head  and 
shoulders  showing.  A  light  or  torch  is 
thrown  on  him  and  he  quotes  the  italics 
including  verses  37,  38  and  39,  Chapter 
2,  of  the  writings  of  Joseph  Smith,  Pearl 
of  Great  Price)  and  Joseph  says  the  words 
in  print. 

Moroni:  For  behold,  the  day  cometh 
that  shal^  burn  as  an  oven,  and  all  the 
proud,  yea,  and  all  that  do  wickedly  shall 
burn  as  stubble  ;  for  they  that  come  shall 
burn  them,  saith  the  Lord  of  Hosts,  that 
it  shall  leave  them  neither  root  nor 
branch. 

Joseph  :  And  again,  he  quoted  the  fifth 
verse  thus  : 

Moroni :  Behold,  I  will  reveal  unto  you 
the  Priesthood,  by  the  hand  of  Elijah  the 
phophet,  before  the  coming  of  the  great 
and  dreadful  day  of  the  Lord. 

Joseph  :  He  also  quoted  the  next  verse 
differently  : 

Moroni :  And  he  shall  plant  in  the 
hearts  of  the  children  the  promises  made 
to  the  fathers,  and  the  hearts  of  the 
children  shall  turn  to  their  fathers.  If  it 
were  not  so,  the  whole  earth  would  be 
utterly  wasted  at  his  coming — (Moroni 
very  slowly  disappears  as  Joseph  looks 
at  him). 

Joseph  :  Thus  the  Lord  in  His  goodness 
again  promised  mankind  that  the  great 
prophet  Elijah  would  come  to  earth  ;  that 
he  would  reveal  the  Priesthood  and  autho- 
rity and  knowledge  and  keys  pertaining  to 
the  work  for  the  dead  ;  that  the  hearts  of 
the  children  shall  be  turned  to  their 
fathers  who  are  dead  to  fulfil  the  pro- 
mises of  the  Lord  made  to  the  fathers  in 
ages  long  since  past.  Therefore,  glory 
be  to  God  in  the  highest.  Amen,  Amen, 
and  AMEN. 

PART  II. 

(Announcer  informs  the  audience  that 
Joseph  Smith  and  Oliver  Cowderv  are 
supposed  to  be  in  a  room  in  the  Kirt- 
land  Temple,  Ohio,  April  3,   1836.) 

Enter  Oliver  and  Joseph  on  the  stage. 
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Joseph:  Isn't  this  a  beautiful  Sabbath 
day,  Oliver? 

Oliver:  Yes,  Joseph,  I  shall  never  for- 
get this  the  third  day  of  April,  1836,  and 
the  marvellous  vision  we  beheld  in  the 
first  temple  of  our  Lord  in  the  latter-days 
built  here  in  Kirtland,   Ohio. 

Joseph  :  Yes,  Oliver,  it  was  marvellous. 
I  assisted  the  other  presidents  in  distri- 
buting- the  Lord's  supper  to  the  members 
of  the  church  and  received  it  from  the 
twelve,  whose  privilege  it  was  to  officiate 
at  the  desk  to-day. 

Oliver :  Oh,  Joseph  !  after  that  sacred 
service  had  been  performed  and  we  re- 
tired to  the  pulpit  and  dropped  the  veil 
and  bowed  ourselves  in  solemn  and  silent 
prayer ;  after  rising  from  prayer  it  was 
so  wonderful  to  be  with  you  and  behold 
in  vision  the  personal  manifestation  of 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  His  acceptance  of 
the  Kirtland  Temple,  the  visitation  of 
Moses  and  his  commitment  of  the  keys 
of  the  gathering,  the  visitation  of  Elias 
and  his  confirment  of  authority,  and  last 
but  not  least,  the  beautiful  visitation  to 
us  by  Elijah,  the  prophet,  in  direct  fulfil- 
ment of  Malaehi's  prediction. 

Joseph  quotes  section  110,  verses  1  to 
13,  inclusive,  of  D.  and  C,  as  follows: — 

The  veil  was  taken  from  our  minds, 
and  the  eyes  of  our  understanding  were 
opened. 

We  saw  the  Lord  standing  upon  the 
breastwork  of  the  pulpit,  before  us  ;  and 
under  His  feet  was  a  paved  work  of  pure 
gold,    in   colour   like  amber. 

His  eyes  were  as  a  flame  of  fire ;  the 
hair  of  His  head  was  white  like  the  pure 
snow ;  His  countenance  shone  above  the 
brightness  of  the  sun  ;  and  His  voice  was 
as  the  sound  of  the  rushing  of  great 
waters,  even  the  voice  of  Jehovah,  say- 
ing :  (a  brother  with  a  strong  voice,  slow- 
ly and  distinctly  reads  the  following  from 
off   stage)  : 

"  I  am  the  first  and  the  last  ;  I  am  he 
who  liveth,  I  am  he  who  was  slain  ;  I  am 
your  advocate  with  the  Father. 

Behold,  your  sins  are  forgiven  you ; 
you  are  clean  before  me ;  therefore,  lift 
up  your  heads  and   rejoice. 

Let  the  hearts  of  your  brethren  rejoice, 
and  let  the  hearts  of  all  my  people  rejoice, 
who  have,  with  their  might,  built  this 
house  to  my  name. 

For  behold,  I  have  accepted  this 
house,  and  my  name  shall  be  here ;  and 


I  will  manifest  myself  to  my  people  in 
mercy  in  this  house. 

Yea,  I  will  appear  unto  my  servants, 
and  speak  unto  them  with  mine  own 
voice,  if  my  people  will  keep  my  com- 
mandments, and  do  not  pollute  this  holy 
house. 

Yea,  the  hearts  of  thousands  and  tens 
of  thousands  shall  greatly  rejoice  in  con- 
sequence of  the  blessings  which  shall  be 
poured  out,  and  the  endowment  with 
which  my  servants  have  been  endowed  in 
this  house. 

And  the  fame  of  this  house  shall 
spread  to  foreign  lands;  and  this  is  the 
beginning  of  the  blessing  which  shall  be 
poured  out  upon  the  heads  of  my  people. 
Even  so.        Amen." 

Joseph  :  After  this  vision  closed,  the 
heavens  were  again  opened  unto  us ;  and 
Moses  appeared  before  us,  and  com- 
mitted unto  us  the  keys  of  the  gathering 
of  Israel  from  the  four  parts  of  the  earth, 
and  the  leading  of  the  ten  tribes  from  the 
land  of  the  north. 

After  this,  Elias  appeared,  and  com- 
mitted the  dispensation  of  the  gospel  of 
Abraham,  saying  that  in  us  and  our  seed 
all  generations  after  us  should  be  blessed. 

After  this  vision  had  closed,  another 
great  and  glorious  vision  burst  upon  us  ; 
(Elijah  appears)  for  Elijah  the  prophet, 
who  was  taken  to  heaven  without  tasting 
death,    stood    before    us,    and    said  : 

(As  Joseph  mentions  the  name  of 
Elijah  in  preceding  stanza,  a  brother 
representing  the  Prophet  Elijah  rises 
from  behind  a  screen,  clothed  in  white, 
with  head  and  shoulders  showing,  and 
he  quotes  verses  14,  15,  16,  Section 
110,  of  the  Doctrine  and  Covenants,  as 
follows  : 

Elijah  :  Behold,  the  time  has  fully 
come,  which  was  spoken  of  by  the  mouth 
of  Malachi,  testifying  that  I,  Elijah, 
should  be  sent,  before  the  great  and 
dreadful   day  of  the   Lord  come — 

To  turn  the  hearts  of  the  fathers  to  the 
children,  and  the  children  to  the  fathers, 
lest  the  whole  earth  be  smitten  with  a 
curse — 

Therefore,  the  keys  of  this  dispensation 
are  committed  into  your  hands;  and  by 
this  ye  may  know  that  the  great  and 
dreadful  day  of  the  Lord  is  near,  even 
at  the  doors.  — (Elijah  verv  slowiv  dis- 
appears as  he  is  watched  bv  Joseph  and 
Oliver.) 
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Joseph  :  Now,  Oliver,  there  is  some 
question  in  relation  to  the  mission  oJ 
Elijah,  the  prophet. 

Oliver:  The  matter  is  not  entirely  clear 
and  I  wish  you  would  explain  it  so  I  will 
be  able  to  understand  the  nature  of  his 
mission. 

Joseph:  Take  it  this  way;  when  Jesus 
was  speaking-  to  Nieudemus,  a  devout 
ruler  of  the  Jews  who  enquired  as  to  the 
doctrine  of  Christ,  He  said  to  him  :  "  Ex- 
cept a  man  be  born  of  water  and  of  the 
spirit,  he  cannot  enter  into  the  kingdom 
of  God."  It  clearly  appears  from  these 
pointed  words  of  the  Saviour  that  no  man 
can  enter  into  the  Kingdom  of  God  with- 
out baptism. 

Oliver  :  But,  Joseph,  how  can  one  who 
is  dead  receive  baptism? 

Joseph  :  Ah,  my  brother  Cowdery,  that 
is  the  mission  of  Elijah.  He  restored 
the  priesthood,  the  understanding,  and 
the  keys  which  unlock  in  the  minds  of 
men  this  great  question.  Simply  stated 
it  is  this  :  that  a  living  person  can  be 
baptised  in  the  temples  of  our  Lord  for 
and  on  behalf  of  a  person  who  is  dead, 
and  it  will  be  just  as  effectual  and  bind- 
ing in  the  heavens  as  if  the  individual  did 
it  himself,  provided  the  one  who  is  dead 
desires  to  accept  the  work. 

Oliver:  You  mean,  Joseph,  that  I  could 
go  into  the  baptismal  font  in  a  holy  tem- 
ple and  there  be  baptised  for  my  dead 
father  or  any  of  my  dead  progenitors  on 
the  male  side,  and  the  Lord  would  ac- 
cept it  as  their  baptism  : 

Joseph  :  Yes,  Oliver,  you  as  a  lawyer 
will  know  that  in  the  laws  of  agency  an 
agent  may  perform  an  act  for  a  principal 
and  the  act  of  the  agent  will  be  equally 
binding  and  effectual  on  the  principal  as 
if  the  principal  did  the  act  himself.  The 
principal  can  also  ratify  the  act  of  some 
one  who  has  acted  for  or  on  his  behalf 
and  the  law  will  recognise  the  act  of  the 
agent  as  the  act  of  the  principal.  Isn't 
that  clear,   Oliver? 

Oliver  :  It  is  so  plain  to  me  now  that  I 
wonder  how  I  have  so  long  lingered  in 
darkness. 

Joseph:  Jesus  said  in  John  11  and  25, 
"  I  am  the  resurrection  and  the  life; 
he  that  believeth  in  me,  though  he  were 
dead,  yet  shall  he  live  " 

Oliver :  You  mean  by  that,  that  the 
dead  can  believe  in  Jesus  Christ. 


Joseph  :  Certainly,  just  because  a  man 
dies  his  identity  is  not  changed.  He 
has   simply   shuffled   off  the   body. 

Oliver  :  "i  his  is  more  light  and  know- 
ledge upon  the  Bible  by  reason  of  Latter- 
day  revelation  to  a  true  and  living  pro- 
phet of  God. 

Joseph  :  Oliver,  you  remember  the  other 
night  when  we  were  reading  in  1st  Peter, 
4th  chapter,  6th  verse,  where  it  says: 
"  For,  for  this  cause  was  the  gospel 
preached  also  to  them  that  are  dead,  that 
they  might  be  judged  according  to  men 
in  the  flesh,  but  live  according  to  God 
in   the   spirit?  " 

Oliver  :  Yes,  but  I  had  no  idea  that  the 
gospel  would  be  preached  to  anyone  out- 
side of  earth  life. 

Joseph  :  Why,  Jesus  said  himself  in 
John  5  and  25:  "  Verily,  verily,  I  say 
unto  you,  the  hour  is  coming  and  now  is, 
when  the  dead  shall  hear  the  voice  of 
the  Son  of  God  ;  and  they  that  hear  shall 
live."  Now,  Oliver,  you  are  hearing 
my  voice,  as  the  dead  were  to  hear  the 
voice  of  the  Saviour.  He  said  again  in 
the  28th  verse:  "  Marvel  not  at  this;  for 
the  hour  is  coming,  in  the  which  all  that 
are   in   the   graves   shall  hear   his   voice." 

Oliver  :  But  is  there  any  record  of  the 
dead   hearing   the  voice  of  Jesus? 

Joseph  :  Yes,  Oliver,  after  Christ's 
crucifixion,  his  body  lay  in  the  tomb  for 
three  days,  during  which  time  he  was 
preaching  to  the  spirits  in  prison.  Peter 
says  in  1st  Peter,  chapter  3,  verses  18, 
19,  20:  "  For  Christ  also  hath  once 
suffered  for  sins,  the  just  for  the  unjust, 
that  he  might  bring  us  to  God,  being  put 
to  death  in  the  flesh,  but  quickened  by 
the  spirit  : 

By  which  also  he  went  and  preached 
unto   the   spirits   in    prison  ; 

Which  sometime  were  disobedient, 
when  once  the  long-suffering  of  God 
waited  in  the  days  of  Noah,  while  the 
ark  was  a  preparing,  wherein  few,  that 
is,  eight  souls  were  saved  by  water." 

Oliver :  Joseph,  how  plain  you  make 
things.  By  this  I  can  see  that  Jesus 
preached  to  the  spirits  who  were  dis- 
obedient in  the  days  of  Noah,  and  who 
had  not  understood  the  gospel ;  but 
Joseph,  how-  do  you  connect  this  preach- 
ing to  the  spirits  in  prison,  by  Jesus,  to 
the   mission   of   Elijah? 
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Joseph:  It  is  simply  this  way,  Oliver; 
when  ehildren  on  earth  understand  the 
gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  in  its  fullness  and 
find  that  they  can  be  baptised  for  the 
dead,  their  hearts  are  immediately  turned 
to  their  beloved  kindred  and  fathers  who 
are  dead  and  who  have  not  been  pro- 
perly baptised  and  they  get  their  record 
of  date  of  birth  and  death,  where  born 
and  where  died,  names  of  parents,  and 
so  forth,  to  properly  identify  them  from 
every  other  person  and  then  the  work  of 
baptism  for  the  dead  is  done  in  the  tem- 
ple for  them,  besides  sealings  of  hus- 
bands to  wives  and  children  to  parents, 
and   so  forth. 

Oliver  :  And  now  I  can  see  what  Elijah 
meant  when  he  said  :  "  And  he  shall  turn 
the  hearts  of  the  fathers  to  the  children," 
because  when  the  gospel  is  preached  to 
the  dead  who  have  not  received  it  in 
earth  life  and  who  would  have  received 
it  if  they  had  had  an  opportunity,  and 
they  learn  from  the  Elders  and  mission- 
aries in  the  world  of  spirits  that  their 
children  can  be  baptised  for  them,  their 
hearts  are  turned  to  their  children,  hop- 
ing that  their  children  will  do  this  sacred 
work   for  them. 

Joseph  :  You  have  the  meaning  clearly, 
Oliver,  and  perhaps  you  would  like  to 
know  if  there  has  ever  been  baptism  for 
the  dead  performed  on  earth  before  this 
dispensation   of   the   gospel. 

Oliver :  Such  information  would  truly 
be  a  revelation  to  me. 

Joseph  :  I  refer  you  to  the  words  of 
Paul  to  the  Corinthian  Saints,  15th  chap- 
ter, 29th  verse:  "  Else  what  shall  they  do 
which  are  baptised  for  the  dead,  if  the 
dead  rise  not  at  all? — Why  are  they  then 
baptised   for   the   dead?  " 

Oliver  :  This  is  very  plain,  Joseph,  but 
what  did  the  Lord  mean  when  speaking 
through  Malachi  the  Prophet  when  He 
spoke  of  the  mission  of  Elijah  in  this 
way:  "  And  he  shall  turn  the  hearts  of 
the  children  to  the  fathers  and  the  hearts 
of  the  fathers  to  the  children  lest  I  come 
and  smite  the  earth  with  a  curse?  " 

Joseph  :  (Recites  the  18th  verse  of  the 
128th  section  of  the  D.  and  C,  as  fol- 
lows) :  I  might  have  rendered  a  plainer 
translation  to  this,  but  it  is  sufficiently 
plain  to  suit  my  purpose  as  it  stands.  It 
is  sufficient  to  know,  in  this  case,  that  the 


earth  will  be  smitten  with  a  curse  unless 
there  is  a  welding  link  of  some  kind  or 
other  between  the  fathers  and  the 
children,  upon  some  subject  or  other — 
and  behold,  what  is  that  subject?  It 
is  the  baptism  lor  the  dead.  For  we 
without  them  cannot  be  made  perfect  ; 
neither  can  they  without  us  be  made  per- 
fect.  Neither  can  they,  nor  we,  he  made 
perfect  without  those  who  have  died  in 
the  gospel  also;  for  it  is  necessary  in  the 
ushering  in  of  the  dispensation'  of  the 
fullness  of  times,  which  dispensation  is 
now  beginning  to  usher  in,  that  a  whole 
and  complete  and  perfect  union,  and 
welding  together  of  dispensations,  and 
keys,  and  powers,  and  glories  should 
take  place,  and  be  revealed  from  the  days 
of  Adam  even  to  the  present  time.  And 
not  only  this,  but  those  things  which 
never  have  been  revealed  from  tin- 
foundation  of  the  world,  but  have  been 
kept  hid  from  the  wise  and  prudent,  shall 
be  revealed  unto  babes  and  sucklings  in 
this,  the  dispensation  of  the  fullness  of 
times. 

Oliver  :  (Quotes  with  feeling  the  verses 
19,  22,  23  and  24  of  section  128,  D.  and 
C,  as  follows):  Now,  what  do  we  hear 
in  the  gospel  which  we  have  received? 
A  voice  of  gladness;  a  voice  of  mercy 
from  heaven  ;  and  a  voice  of  truth  out  of 
the  earth ;  glad  tidings  for  the  dead  ;  a 
voice  of  gladness  for  the  living  and  the 
dead;  glad  tidings  of  great  joy.  How- 
beautiful  upon  the  mountains  are  the  feet 
of  those  that  bring  glad  tidings  of  good 
things,  and  that  say  unto  Zion  :  Behold, 
thy  God  reigneth  !  As  the  dews  of  Car- 
mel,  so  shall  the  knowledge  of  God 
descend  upon  them  ! 

Brethren,  shall  we  not  go  on  in  so  great 
a    cause?  Go    forward    and    not   back- 

ward. Courage,  brethren  ;  and  on,  on 
to  the  victory  !  Let  your  hearts  rejoice, 
and  Ik-  exceedingly  glad.  Let  the  earth 
break  forth  into  singing.  Let  the  dead 
speak  forth  anthems  of  eternal  praise  to 
the  King  Immanuel,  who  hath  ordained, 
before  the  world  was,  that  which  would 
enable  us  to  redeem  them  out  of  their 
prison ;    for   the    prisoners    shall    go    free. 

Let  the  mountains  shout  for  jov,  and 
all  ye  valleys  cry  aloud  ;  and  all  ye  seas 
and  dry  lands  tell  the  wonders  of  vour 
Eternal  King!  And  ve  rivers,  and 
biooks,    and   rills,   flow   down   with   glad- 
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ness.  Let  the  woods  and  all  the  trees 
of  the  field  praise  the  Lord  ;  and  ye  solid 
rocks  weep  for  joy!  And  let  the  sun, 
moon,  and  the  morning  stars  sing  to- 
gether, and  let  all  the  sons  of  God  shout 
for  joy  !  And  let  the  eternal  creations 
declare  his  name  forever  and  ever  !  And 
again  I  say,  how  glorious  is  the  voice 
we  hear  from  heaven,  proclaiming  in  our 
ears,  glory,  and  salvation,  and  honour, 
and  immortality,  and  eternal  life  ;  king- 
doms, principalities,  and  powers  ! 

Behold,  the  great  day  of  the  Lord  is  at 
hand  ;  and  who  can  abide  the  day  of  his 
coming,  and  who  can  stand  when  he 
appeareth?  For  he   is  like  a  refiner's 

fire,  and  like  fuller's  soap;  and  he  shall 
sit  as  a  refiner  and  purifier  of  silver,  and 
he  shall  purify  the  sons  of  Levi,  and 
purge  them  as  gold  and  silver,  that  they 
may  offer  unto  the  Lord  an  offering  in 
righteousness.  Let  us,  therefore,  as  a 
church  and  a  people,  and  as  Latter-day 
Saints,  offer  unto  the  Lord  an  offering 
in  righteousness ;  and  let  us  present  in 
his  holy  temple,  when  it  is  finished,  a 
book  containing  the  records  of  our  dead, 
which  shall  be  worthy  of  all  accepta- 
tions. 

Joseph :  And  may  the  Lord  bless  us 
with  the  spirit  of  this  work  so  that  we 
can  get  our  family  records  put  down  in 
writing  in  .order  that  they  can  be  pre- 
served for  future  use  when  opportunity  is 
given  us  or  our  descendants  to  have  this 
work  done  for  our  kindred  dead,  that  we 
may  be  saved  with  them  in  the  Celestial 
Kingdom  of  our  Father.

Church  Wide  News 


To  Elder  George  Albert  Smith,  of  the 
Council  of  Twelve,  and  general  superin- 
tendent of  the  Y.M.M.I.A.,  at  a  recent 
meeting  of  the  National  Council  of  the 
Boy  Scouts  of  America,  was  awarded 
American  Scouting's  highest  award,  the 
Silver  Buffalo.  The  Silver  Buffalo  is 
given  to  not  more  than  seven  men 
annually,  and  is  a  recognition  of  dis- 
guished  service  to  boyhood.  That  such 
an  award  has  been  made  to  a  Church 
leader  is  a  distinct  recognition  of  the  ex- 
cellence of  the  Church  programme  for 
boys.  In      the      written      citation      of 

Elder  Smith's  qualifications  for  the 
award,  read  at  the  time  of  the  presenta- 
tion, was  this  statement:  "  He  has  been 
indefatigable  in  serving  the  cause  of 
scouting,  and  to  his  enthusiasm  for  its 
programme  must  largely  be  traced  the 
fact  that  LItah  stands  above  all  other 
states  in  the  precentage  of  boys  who  are 
Scouts." 

An  honorary  degree  from  an  American 
state  university  is  a  mark  of  recognition 
that  very   few  men   receive.  Such   an 

honour  is  bestowed  only  upon  men  whose 
unique  service  in  religious,  political, 
scientific  and  civic  fields  entitles  them  to 
education's  highest  honorary  distinction. 
Among  the  lists  of  those  to  receive 
honorary  Doctor  of  Laws  degrees 
throughout  the  nation  during  the  recent 
commencement  season  were  the  names  of 
Anthony  W.  Ivins  and  J.  Reuben  Clark, 
counsellors  to  President  Heber  J.  Grant 
in  the  First  Presidency  of  the  Church. 

President  Ivins,  whose  actual  schooling 
was  confined  to  three  months  of  medio- 
cre instruction  during  his  boyhood,  but 
who,  through  persistent  study  has  made 
of  himself  at  the  age  of  eighty  years  one 
of  the  outstanding  scholars  and  leaders 
of  Western  America,  received  his  degree 
from  the  Utah  State  Agricultural  Col- 
lege at  Logan,  Utah.  President  Clark, 
former  United  States  Ambassador  to 
Mexico,  and  at  present  president  of  the 
Foreign  Bondholders'  Protective  Council 
of  America,  received  his  LLD.  from  the 
University  of  Utah. 

Present  to  congratulate  Dr.  Ivins  on 
the  honour  accorded  him  was  Mr.   Henry 
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A.    Wallace,    United   States   Secretary  of 

Agriculture,  and  a  member  of  President 
Roosevelt's  cabinet.  Present  to  receive 
a  degree  along  with  Dr.  Clark  was  Mr.

On  the  '2-2m\  day  of  September,  1823, 
the  angel  Moroni,  an  ancient  American 
prophet,  visited  Joseph  Smith  and  in-

The  little  pageant,  "  What  shall  the 
Dead  do,"  which  is  printed  herein,  has 
been  specially  written  so  that  the  people 
of  South  Africa  can  understand  more 
clearly  the  meaning  of  the  mission  of 
Elijah  the  prophet. 

(Malachi  4  :  5,  6.)  Behold,  I  will  send 
you  Elijah  the  prophet  before  the  com- 
ing of  the  great  and  dreadful  day  of  the 
Lord  :  and  he  shall  turn  the  heart  of  the 
fathers  to  the  children  and  the  heart  of  the 
children  to  their  fathers,  lest  I  come  and 
smite  the  earth  with  a  curse. 

It  is  evident  that  Elijah  is  to  come 
before  the  great  and  dreadful  day  of  the 
Lord.  If  he  has  not  come,  he  must 
come.  But,  he  has  already  come,  and 
every  man  is  solemnly  asked  to  learn  this 
marvellous  lesson  and  give  heed  to  this 
message.  It  is  the  greatest  blessing  to 
mankind,  both  dead  and  living,  that  is 
in  the  earth. — D.
